1997 will be known as the Players' Club's year of living 
dangerously. In only two months, cast and director wrote 
and produced their own play. The purpose of this project 
was to give students who might never be involved in a BCS 
production a chance to participate and to give everyone 
involved the sense that this was truly their show. 

Theatre is always scary. There's always a risk involved 
and this play certainly was a risk for all concerned. Nor- 
mally, the director walks in with the script, auditions the 
actors and much time and effort is focused on bringing that 
script to life. For this play, however, the cast selected the 
theme "beauty shop, barbershop and a week where every- 
thing goes wrong in a small town", and an entire month 
was spent developing the characters who lived in the town. 
A lot of time was also spent trying to decide where the play 
was going. 

One day, Mr. Paluch walked in and handed out a 
possible story summarized in two and a half pages. After 
some arguing and modifications, the cast began to impro- 
vise the scenes and each actor wrote a monologue which 
would be incorporated in the story. Cast, crew and faculty 
contributed much to the show including many precious 
hours of free time. As the actors worked, Mrs. Goldfinch 
recorded them on tape and sat at the computer later, tape 
recorder by her side, typing and editing what she heard. As 
time grew short and to make everyone's life easier, she 
wrote those scenes that involved most of the cast and those 
scenes that weren't happening. Thus, a play was born!
